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The Sacramento Book Collectors Club

COMPARATIVE newcomer among book clubs, yet al- 

ready a publisher of several collectors’ items, the Sacra- 

mento Book Collectors Club is now in its fourteenth year 
of existence. Founded in 1939 by a small group of Sacramentans 
that included a newspaper reporter, a teacher, a shopkeeper, an 
attorney, a proofreader, librarians, and several housewives, the 
club is essentially a local association, with many of its interests 
centering about its own community’s historic past. Membership 
now numbers about sixty-five, of whom two-thirds are Sacra- 
mento residents. 

The club received its inception early in 1939 when Robert 
Pugh, proprietor of an antique shop, Edward Sterne, reporter on 
the Sacramento Union, and Edward Crussel, a junior high school 
manual training teacher, felt that there were probably others in 
the community who might enjoy sharing with them their bib-

liographic interests. They arranged a dinner meeting open to any 
interested in books and book-collecting, to be held in Hart’s 
restaurant on February 10, 1939. Some sixteen Sacramentans 
were present, many of them strangers to one another. Discussion 
brought out that though only a few actively collected books, all 
were kin in enjoying books as books, and the organization of the 
Sacramento Book Collectors Club resulted. 

Little formal organization marked the new club. There were, 
for instance, no constitution and no statement of purpose. The 
group met in a private home, heard someone speak, and then sat 
about with its guest and informally talked books. The members 
liked it that way, and it was years before a constitution and state- 
ment of purpose were felt necessary. 

On February 23, 1940, at the end of the first year, the annual 
meeting was held, and all those members then on the roll, num- 
bering some twenty-five, were declared charter members. Of 
these, eight are still Sacramento residents and active in the club. 

Considerable difficulty was experienced during that first year 
in obtaining a meeting place. Dues were so low, a dollar a year, 
that club funds were quite insufficient for rent. After meeting for 
some time in the night school, which it was necessary to vacate 
by 9 o’clock, then in private homes, one of the founders, Robert 
Pugh, offered the use of his antique shop; and here, for several 
years, meetings were held as members sat on love seats and horse- 
hair settees or reclined on Morris chairs, surrounded by displays 
of old china, glassware, and bric-a-brac. 

Informal talks, frequently but not necessarily on bibliographic 
subjects, by members or guests have, from the first, been a feature 
of many club meetings. ‘Talks have included such subjects as 
prints, history and processes of binding, paper-making, special 
libraries and private collections, reviews of books, reminiscences 
by former magazine editors, biographical sketches of prominent 
Californians about whom books have been written, history of 
State printing in California, book cataloguing, and exploration 
and development of Sierra travel routes. 

American participation in World War II had a serious effect 
on the club. It was first noted in an amusing little incident shortly 
after Pearl Harbor, when a practice blackout was held in Sacra- 
mento. At the sound of the siren, lights were promptly switched 
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off and the meeting was temporarily interrupted. Members drifted 
out on to the sidewalk to join evening strollers in watching the 
city gradually sink into darkness, and all chuckled at the incon- 
gruity of numerous traffic signals continuing to wink their red, 
green, and amber eyes at the darkened street corners. In ones 
and twos the group found its way back to seats and a casual con- 
versation on things bibliographic developed in the darkness. At 
the end of perhaps a half hour, the “‘all clear’’ sounded, the lights 
were turned on, and two smiling elderly ladies, complete strang- 
ers to the club, got up from the president’s settee. 

Gradually, as gasoline rationing, participation of members in 
various wartime activities, and an apparent decline in bibliogra- 
phic interest during the period of national emergency made it 
increasingly difficult to draw members to meetings, the existence 
of the club was seriously threatened. A proposal to suspend ac- 
tivities for the duration was voted down but, with waning interest, 
the club slowly fell apart and after the meeting of February 25, 
1944, there was not another until September 1945, after which 
there was another lapse until 1947. 

Then, one evening early in that year, several friends, all mem- 
bers of the inactive Sacramento Book Collectors Club, were visit- 
ing in the home of the Michael Harrisons when conversation 
turned to a possible revival of club activity. The enthusiasm of 
Mr. Harrison infused the others and all felt that life might again 
be breathed into the club, with reorganization based solidly on a 
written constitution and statement of purpose. Suggested texts for 
these were drawn up by several members and the last elected 
president, Evelyn Huston, called a meeting for April 11, 1947, at 
which some fifteen members were present. A simple constitution 
was adopted, with the following preamble: 

The purpose of the Sacramento Book Collectors Club is 
to promote interest in the printed word and to publish from 
time to time such books as pertain to the history and develop- 
ment of the West. 

Shortly after reorganization, attendance once more began to 
fall off, when the club made one of its most important decisions: 
henceforth, meetings would be dinner meetings in the Vienna 
Room of Hart’s Restaurant, since which time there has never 
been a lack of attendance and interest. 
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Among the club’s activities have been three book exhibits in 
Sacramento. Drawn from the collections of its members, the first 
of these was placed in the windows of the Hobby Shop, the second 
in the Crocker Art Gallery, and the third in the prints room of 
the State Library at the time of the state convention of the Cali- 
fornia Library Association in Sacramento in 1950. Out of its 
treasury, the club has made small contributions of cash to the 
fund for the Ernest Dawson memorial collection at UCLA, to 
CARE for purchase of books for war-devastated libraries, and 
a magazine subscription has been purchased for the library at 
San Quentin State Prison. 

But the club’s most significant contribution has been its pub- 
lication of four books, all of which went quickly out of print and 
are now collectors’ items. These projects received their inception 
in October 1939, during that pioneer year when the club was 
slowly feeling its way forward. Sacramento was then celebrating 
the centennial of the founding of New Helvetia by John A. Sutter 
and the club decided to print something of historical interest in 
keeping with the celebration. From a photocopy obtained from 
the California Historical Society, was reprinted the first book or 
pamphlet published in Sacramento, John Plumbe’s rare A Faith- 
ful Translation of the Papers Respecting the Grant Made by Governor 
Alvarado to Fohn A. Sutter (1850). Chairman of the committee pre- 
paring this initial club publication was Neal Harlow, later the 
author of the Book Club of California’s magnificent Maps of San 
Francisco Bay from the Spanish Discovery in 1769 to the American Oc- 
cupation (1950). 

In 1942, Hartley Jackson, printing instructor at San Jose State 
College, printed the little book in an edition of eighty copies as a 
class project in fine printing. Most copies were purchased by 
members at cost and the remainder were presented to various 
libraries. 

The second publication by the club was the Statement Regarding 
Early California Expertences, a little-known manuscript in the State 
Library written in 1855 by John A. Sutter, Jr. The book, com- 
posed of two parts, young Sutter’s Statement and a biography of 
him done by the present writer, was printed in an edition of 160 
copies in 1943 by George Smisor as the initial project in fine print- 
ing by his class at the Sacramento Junior College. Funds for en- 
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gravings, paper, and other materials were raised .by advance 
payment of club dues, an assessment of $2.00 against each mem- 
ber as a prepublication subscription, and the sale of associate club 
memberships for the year 1943 (entitling each purchaser to a 
copy of the book) to libraries, societies, and individuals. In 1946, 
the Statement was included in Rounce and Coffin Club’s postwar 
selection of Western fine printing and again in that club’s selec- 
tion of 100 fine-printed Western books exhibited by the American 
Institute of Graphic Arts at New York Public Library in 1948. 

‘Third book on the club’s publishing program was The First 
EN story of Sacramento City, written by Dr. John Frederick Morse for 
Colville’s Sacramento City Directory of October 1853. The reprint 
was edited by a committee headed by Walter Stoddard, and a 
biographical sketch of Dr. Morse was contributed by Miss Caro- 
line Wenzel. Another of the fine-printing projects by George 
Smisor and his printing class at Sacramento Junior College, the 
book was issued in 1945 in an edition of 160 copies, which soon 
was exhausted. 

With the reorganization of the club in 1947, a move was soon 
made for the resumption of publishing. A committee, headed by 
Michael Harrison, undertook what became the club’s most am- 
bitious project, a reprinting of Sacramento Illustrated. ‘This folio 
pamphlet, issued in Sacramento in 1855 by Barber & Baker, con- 
tains some thirty-three wood engravings. ‘The Sacramento Junior 
College print shop, which had been so successful on two of the 
club books, had been discontinued, and the club was obliged to 
look for the first time to a commercial fine printer, of which, of 
course, there is no lack in California. 

Grant Dahlstrom of the Castle Press, Pasadena, was commis- 
sioned to print 300 copies for the club. The book appeared in 
1950 and shortly went out of print. With it, the club was once 
again represented on the Rounce and Coffin list. 

Today, plans are being completed for the publication this Fall 
of the club’s fifth book, a series of letters written by Alonzo Delano 
(‘Old Block’’) from California in the 1850’s to the New Orleans 
True Delta and the Ottawa, Illinois, Free Trader and never before 
printed in book form. Supplied from the private collection of 
Harold Holmes, an Oakland member, they are being edited by 
Dr. Irving McKee, author of Ben Hur Wallace and numerous 
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periodical articles. The letters, bringing together an interesting 
collection of pioneer Californiana by the author of Life on the 
Plains and Among the Diggings and such playful books as Chips from 
the Old Block and Old Block’s Sketch Book, continue the club’s de- 
clared purpose “‘to publish from time to time such books as per- 
tain to the history and development of the West.”

binder, Belle McMurtry Young, our Library has been 
enriched by eight of her beautifully hand-bound volumes. 

Mrs. Young’s reputation as an artist-craftsman is international; 
she has been ranked among the first binders of the world; and she 
was largely responsible for the San Francisco—and even the na- 
tional—hand-binding renaissance of the ‘Twenties. The late Porter 
Garnett once wrote: “‘It is not uncommon to see a fairly good de- 
sign associated with poor or faulty technique, or characterless and 
derivative design executed with the machinelike technique of the 
professional artisan; but charming design and impeccable tech- 
nique are so seldom found in combination that when they are— 
as in Miss McMurtry’s work—one may be forgiven a frank and 
spontaneous display of enthusiasm.”’ Belle McMurtry Young has 
been singularly successful in interpreting a book by means of the 
binding; and the volumes given to the Club evidence this ideal 
blending, or harmonious expression, of three arts—that of the 
author, the printer, and the binder—each in its own way height- 
ening the esthetic impact. 

In addition to the esthetic quality of these bindings, there is a 
delightfully romantic story involving some of them. Several were 
bound in Paris where Mrs. Young studied under Noulhac, Cuzin, 
and Maylander. Among these is Anatole France’s Le Crime de 
Sylvestre Bonnard which had just been reprinted in an edition illus- 
trated by Boisson’s etchings. At the suggestion of John Henry 
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Nash, who was in Paris at the time, Belle McMurtry purchased 
it, bound it, and subsequently, in Florence, presented it to her 
future husband, W.R.K. Young. Mr Young, who passed away in 
1943, was the second president of The Book Club of California, 
presiding from 1914 through 1925. Mr. Young was also the re- 
cipient of the two-volume edition of Cellini’s autobiography after 
the Club’s directors had commissioned Miss McMurtry to bind 
it. Through their mutual fondness for books, they became ac- 
quainted and married. 

‘The Edwin Markham volume, The Man with the Hoe is of special 
significance because of the author’s whimsical inscription on a 
flyleaf. It is as follows: 


Mr. Wm. R. K. Young: 


To you as the President of the Book Club of California, the Hoe-man 
and I now make our grateful—zf not graceful—bow as a slight rec- 
ognition of the high honor that you and your literary circle have con- 
Serred upon us.We have appealed to Oberon to send his fairies to dance 
with dreams upon your nightly pillow!

Ir Has become a tradition with the Club to bring out toward the close of each 
year a book that in importance and interest marks the high point of its annual 
publishing program. It is a pleasure to announce that this year is no exception 
to that rule. An announcement giving full details of the 1952 “Christmas Book” 
is now being prepared and should be in the hands of members very soon after 
this number of the News-Letter reaches them. Therefore, in this brief prevue (to 
borrow a word from another field of art), we shall content ourselves by listing 
a few of its highlights. 

The title of the book is Account of a Tour of the California Missions, and it con- 
sists of a journal kept by an exceptionally talented (and hitherto virtually un- 
known) early-day artist named Henry Miller who traveled the length of the old 
King’s Highway in 1856 and made what is not only the earliest known attempt 
to depict the missions as a series but one of the most important from both the 
artistic and historical viewpoints. The printing of Miller’s fascinating journal, 
together with reproductions of nineteen mission views (both here published for 
the first time) has been done at The Grabhorn Press and the-result—it need 
hardly be added—is a volume the typographical beauty of which forms an al- 
together appropriate setting for its distinguished subject-matter. 

The edition is limited to 375 copies and members planning to place their 
orders will be well advised to act promptly.

‘THE FIRST OF A SERIES of seminars on Printers and Printing sponsored by the 
Rounce & Coffin Club and the UCLA Library was held in the Department of 
Special Collections recently. In the group attending the meeting were printers, 
booksellers, designers, librarians, and university professors, some of whom have 
printing equipment of their own, but all of whom share an interest in quality 
in book production and matters relating to the graphic arts. 

The introductory session, led by H. Richard Archer of the Department of 
Special Collections dealt with ‘Printing in Southern California, 1881 to 1925.” 
An exhibition of examples (chosen from the Library’s collection of local im- 
prints) produced in the Los Angeles region during the forty-five year period 
was arranged in the display cases, and volumes printed in more recent years 
were examined and discussed in relation to the earlier work. 

The twenty-four members who have enrolled in the seminar series will meet 
in alternate months, five times during the academic year. The schedule for the 
future seminars includes the following lecturers: Edward A. Miller (designer), 
Jake Zeitlin (bookseller), Ward Ritchie (printer-publisher), Kemper Nomland, 
Jr. (architect-printer), and William Eshelman (librarian-printer). 


THE RECENT announcement of the forthcoming retirement of Miss Caroline 
Wenzel as head of the California Section of the State Library at Sacramento 
will be received with regret by Club members, and in particular by those who 
for nearly twenty years have found her an ever-dependable source of informa- 
tion on all phases of the early history of the State.

Because this is an anniversary year for 
the Club, your Directors thought it appropriate to put on a retrospective exhibi- 
tion of the eighty-three titles produced in the forty years of its existence. Even 
to your hardened Exhibition Committee (John Borden, George F. Bagatella, 
Robert Block, and Albert Sperisen), the show qualified the high ideals of our 
founder members, both in their choice of subject and printer. To collectors it 
represented an unusually high standard in private book club publishing.
